IS TIDINESS A VICE? 


BY THE CANTANKEROUS CRANK. 


(This Contributor has never been known to think 

the same as anyone else.—Ed.) 
_ “A piace for everything, and everything in its place,” 
is one of those unpleasant mottoes which has its own 
particular place, and should be placed there, that is, on 
the shelf. For it is only partly true. The real motte 
should, instead, be “a place for everything, and every- 
thing where it is placed.” This is the only basis cn 
whion it is possible to lead a really exemplary domestic 
ife. 

To begin with boots. Now the accepted place for boots 
is under—far under one’s bed. The domestic mind can’t 
grasp boots being anywhere clse. If it is not your bed, 
it is a sofa, or side-table. The whole idea is that they 
must be under something, and this tyrannical rule has 
been forced upon suffering humanity since sandals avere 
invented, and placed under city walls. Further, domes- 
tic legislation provides that boots and slippers should 
always be placed together in pairs. This also is mon- 
strous. 

The bed and sofa theory is no longer acceptable to 
an enlightened age. The proper place for boots and 
shoes is where the foot can reach them. They should 
be, as it were, handy to the foot. Now under beds and 
tables they are just where they should not be. To get 
at them either requires a foot possessed of intuition and 
discriminating powers of its own, a very rare thing in 
feet, or necessitates one’s bending down at an acute 
angle to the enormous detriment to the temper, diges- 
tion, and garments. 

The proper place for boots is on the carpet in the 
centre, if possible, of a room, near a chair. If boots 
were a in such a position, much of the agonising 
wickedness of humanity would be avoided. Place the 
boot where it invites the attention, not where it requires

Shoes, on their part, should not be placed in pairs. 
A man’s natural instinct on taking them off is to place 
one by the side of the coal scuttle, and the other some- 
where near the leg of a table. Here they should remain. 
It is much easier to find a pair of shoes if nerd are 
distributed in two different parts of a room. United they 
are lost, divided they are found. 

Tidiness is all very well if you're tidy yourself. It 
not, then it is aan mg, oma than a peculiarly repulsive 
vice in other people. ere is a psychological difference 
between the tidy man and the err which makes 
him, as it were, a human being of a different tribe. The 
tidy man is devoid of imagination. and dependent only 
on custom and rule; the untidy one is a genius. To 
be tidy merely means that all your life you have been 
ground down by servile obedience to rule. You have 
schooled yourself to — this thing there and that thing 
somewhere else. All you want in finding the thing in 
question is a good ampere Absolutely no imagination 
or inventive faculty is called for. 

Now the untidy man is quite different. To him a thing 
is where he places it. He has five places against the 
tidy man’s one for everything under the sun. For him 
the places for a stick or umbrella are the mantelpiece, 
the at-Pep the sofa, the handle of the wardrobe door, 
or, if he thinks of it, the umbrella stand. Studs and 
links he places on the mantelpiece, dressing-table, 
wash-hand basin, or pin-tray. 

For the untidy man to find the things, after he has 

laced them ares is another matter. I don’t say 
138 does it easi iY I don’t say he does it patiently, or 
amiably. But I do say that he does it sincerely and 
henaatly, The emotion which he shows as he walks 
round finding that other slipper or glove is a heart- 
felt one. 

Further, by finding things after he has placed them 
somewhere he develops some of the finest qualities in 
man. His bump of locality is brought prominently into 

lay, he learns to use his faculties of sight and 
Fingatatic expression in a way which must in time make 
him infinitely superior as a man to his tidy associate, 
while the daily exercise necessitated in speculating on 
the whereabouts of socks, shoes, studs, umbrellas, and 
gloves will go far to compensate him for a probably 
sedentary life. 

‘Tidiness on the part of clerks has wrecked many a 
business enterprise in which an employer is, among 
other things, not tidy. The voarineger fiend wreaks 
more real injury on his generation than many voi- 
canoes—I mean moral injury. The whole cepa is

Tidiness means that the person must be of a mathe- 
matical turn of mind with a great grasp of detail. No 
genius has ever these faculties. Consequently 
tidiness, a virtue in persons possessed of them, is a 
positive vice when flung in the path of those who are 
untidy. To the former, finding things simply means 
memory and long habit; to the latter, the exercise of 
some of the finest human faculties.

HIDING HEART DISEASE. 


How People Deceive Doctors aud Get Insured. 


TneRre are hundreds of would-be assurers, who are 
unable to obtain a policy at the ordinary fir 
rates, or, perhaps, to get an assurance on their lives 
effected’ at all, owing to some infirmity or physical 
defect, and numberless and very ingenious are the 
dodges to which these people resort in order to hood- 
wink the medical examiner. 

A remarkable case came to light not so long ago in 
which the use of drugs was alleged to have been resorted 
to to counteract certain acute symptoms. The deceased, 
not long insured, had died with all the appearances of 
chronic alcoholism and delirium tremens, and crushing 
evidence was adduced as to his habits both at and before 
the time of entry. 

The company’s doctor, who had failed at the time of 
his examination to detect any {races of an irregular life, 
declared that a certain drug, believed to be tincture 
. err had been eter pe hae that wate the 

an’s system was impregnated with this powerful anti- 
dote he had presented himself for exualesHoX and 
passed. The company resisted the claim and won. 

Insurance companies, to their dismay, have discovered 
this sort of thing to be unpleasantly common, and, 
therefore, where very large assurances are at stake, or 
if there is the slightest suspicion of “patching,” a 
second examination by another doctor is demanded. 

Deafness, brain disorders, and certain affections of 
the heart, stomach, liver, and other organs are all 
believed to have been carefully treated with a view to 
their temporary concealment for the purposes of passing 
the examination. Some of the drugs known to have been 
used are very subtle in their actions, and very difficult 
of detection.

able from the real thing. Emeralds, too, are made of a 
secret preparation of such exceeding hardness that they 
will stand the so-called file at is, they will not 
be scratched by a hard English file.

“Have I ever known a case of a man, who, after con- 
fexssing a crime and receiving a sentence, has been

Four E:itor, who possibly may be able to point to 
a number of such cases. However, I do, happen to 
know of an instance which occurred in Paris a few 
years back. A man had confessed and been sentenced 
to three months’ imprisonment for an offence. He 
was not of French nationality, and it so happened 
that his friends had sent over a clever lawyer to his 
aid, who arrived just as the trial had been concluded. 
He demanded the release of the man, but was con- 
fronied with the confession. Not abashed by this, 
the lawyer called the judge’s attention to the provi- 
sion that in certain cases forcigners sentenced were 
entit!ed to be regarded as political prisoners, and 
given seven hours to quit the country. He applicd for 
such treatment to be administered to his client, and 
the authoritics rescinded the sentence, the man 
accordingly being rekeased, and flying across the 
frontier.
